When u0 
yards from home, the elder Doble brought up the runner alongside of 
the mare’s sulky wheels, and she crossed under the wire In the marvel 
ous time of 2:14. 

A third beat was trotted in 2:17*4, the mile being made by good 
wqaaru trotting, without even an attempt at a break. These three heats

Hokxr Racing and Pool Beli.ino in Pennsylvania.- Gov. llart- 
ranft, of Pennxylvsola, is one of tho*e parties who object to betting ou 
the xpeed of horses, whether trotter* or runner*. Among the acta of 
the laxt Legislature which the governor ha* vetoed. In one repealing the 
act of Feb. 17. IR2D, prohibiting horae-racing. so far a* the some relates 
to agricultural societies and certain other iocorpotated associations. 
The title U calculated to mislead, and the subject Is not clearly ex¬ 
pressed in the title a* required by the constitution. The subject as ex- 
pressed In the bill is a general repeal of a wholesome law, and the limi¬ 
tation expressed in the title is not In the bilL No aasoclatlous or socie¬ 
ties ore referred to. The repeal of the penal provisions again*! betting 
on horse races would be a retrograde movement, unwarranted by the 
moral sentiment of the State. Judging from the title of the bill, it ap 
pears that there has been a mistake or omission; aud, beside*, it is not 
probable that the Legislature intended an unqualified repeal of all re¬ 
straints upon gambling ou the speed of horses. 

Blackwood Ju.— This five-year-old black stallion covered fifty-one 
mares this spring, and then trotted three races within a space of eleven 
days, making a record of 2322V4. He has since won the 2:80 race at the 
spring meeting of the Kentucky florae Breeders' Association, and has 
two engagements jet to fill at Harrodsburg aud Cyntbiaua. after which 
be will return to Nashville, where he has twenty mares booked for a 
Summer season, commencing in July.

Comparative Values of Food. 

BY ARNOLD HI? HORS. 

As what constitutes the best food for young dogs Is queeto VfMua 
frequently referred to us for tleclsiou, we cannot do better than give 
onr readers some extracts front “The l>og“ by “Stonehenge,'* covering 
this polut au<l including a tabular statement of the comparative values 
of various articles of diet most iu use, arranged according to that emi¬ 
nent authority, Liebig:

Rice are.....as 10 to 153 

Cow's milk being taken as the standard for food of the young of the 
Mamalls. and showing a proportion of ten muscle aud bone-making 
properties to thirty of fat-making. It Is evident that to secure the best 
results the animal aud vegetable food given sboald be mixed as marly 
as possible In the same ratio. The table shows that the two Ingredi¬ 
ents which when comblued come nearest to the standard are: 

Wheat flour..10 to 43 

Horae flesh.10 to 15 

Making a total of. .90 61orl0to30U 

As, however, we do not use horse-flesh In this country, we are forced 
to seek a substitute, which we find in beef, with a proportion of ten to 
seventeen; a total with wheat flour of ten to thirty and one-balf. Act¬ 
ing npon this calculation, with the meat at our disposal, we have for a 
long timo used freshly-killed beef beads, boiling them till the meat falls 
away from the bones. 

Besides milk, “Htonchengo" gives Indian meal, wheat flour, and oat 
meal as the chief vegetable products used. For cooking he gives direc¬ 
tions as follows: “If Indian meal Is employed It must be mixed with 
water or broth while cold, sod then boiled for at least an honr, stirring it 
occasionally to prevent bunting. If It is intended to mix oat meal 
with the Indian meal, the former may be flrat mixed with cold water to 
a paste, and then stirred io after boiling the latter for three-quarters of 
an hour; then boll another quarter, reckoning from the time that the 
contents of the copper came to the belling point a second time. 

Wheat flour should be boiled from fifteen to twenty minutes, and 
may be mixed with the oatmeal In the same way as the Indian meal. 

Oatmeal pudding and porridge or itlrabout are made as follow#: 
the first name being given to it when so thick as to hear the weight of 
the body after It la cold, and tbe last two to a somewhat similar com¬ 
position. In any case the meal is stirred op with cold water to a thick 
paste, and when quite smooth, some of the broth should be ladled out 
and added to it, still stirring it steadily. This return to the copper, 
and stir till it tbickena; ladle ont Into coolers and let It “set," when it 
will cat with a spade and ie quite solid. The directions as to the 
length of time for the boiling of oatmeal vary a good deal, some pre¬ 
ferring at least half an boors boll, while others are content with ten or 
fifteen minutes; but for most purposes front a quarter to half an hoar is 
•the proper time, remembering that this Is to be reckoned from the mo¬ 
ment that the water bolls. 

“The animal food nsed should be carefully selected to avoid in¬ 
fectious diseases, and the flesh of those creatures which have been 
loaded with drugs should also be avoided. • • • Flesh may be kept 
for a long time, even In Hummer, by brushing it over with a quicklime 
wash, or dustiug ft with tbe powder and then hanging it np in trees 
with thick foliage, carefully watching the attacks of flics,which will not 
blow in the lime. In this way I have kept the shank ends of legs aud 
shonldera good for six weeks in the height of Hummer, and in Winter 
for three months. The flesh with the bones should be boiled for hours, 
till the meat is thoroughly done; then take It up and let it hang till 
cold, cut or strip it from the bones and mix with tbe puddings or stirs- 
about, according to the quantity reqnired. The broth should always 
be used, as there are important elements of nutrition dissolved In It, 
which are absent in the Dolled flesh. It Is therefore necessary lo make 
tbe puddings or stirabont with it. or to soak in It the biscuit when this 
is the food selected. The bones should be given for tho dogs to gnaw, 
together with any others from the house which can be obtained, but 
taking care to removo all fragments small enough for them to swallow 
whole. 

“The reader la not to suppose that a dog Is to be fed 
on equal parts of cooked meat ana paddings, but of raw meat and dry 
meal, which, when both are boiled would. by the loss of Juice in flesh 
and the absorption of water In tbe meal, become converted into about 


other as do the I<averacka and the Gordons, or the Sussex spaniel 
aud tbe Welsh cocker. These two strains arc: the one 
red, with occasionally a few white patches, and tbe other 
rod and white, or more properly speaking, white and red. for 
the colors are about overly balanced; the white vary often predomi¬ 
nating. These two strains and color* are tbo only recognlaed Irish 
setters; there are, of course, many beautiful specimens bred In Ireland 
of other variety, such os tbe Black and tau, the Blue Belton, and other 
English breeds, bat though these may have bean bred for any number of 
generations In the glorious land of the shlllaleh and the abatnrock. we 
presume no one win venture to attempt the “horae-cheslnut logic” of 
turning them into Irish setters, for, as Paddy aaya. “It does not make a 
man a horse because he Is born lo a stable.” Many of the best Irish 
water spaniels have been Kngllsb bred, and so with the Hcotch deer¬ 
hound and the Malto«e terrier, the Italian grevhound and the Skye: 
but however long they have been acclimatized, the Irish water spaniel In 
an Irish water spaniel still; a Maltese toy, a Maltese toy; aud an Italian 
greyhound will be, so loug as the breed Is kept pure, an Italian grey- 


that black or black-and-tans make Llielr appearance In nearly every 
litter, but this Is a random statement far short of the truth, for though 
1 have niadu a most zealous enquiry Into the matter I find that from 
pure bred pareuts such an 'Kscurreiice is exceedingly rare. Wu in all

two quantities by weight of pudding to one of cooked meat. Even 
this proportion or meat is a large one for growing dogs which have not 
tnnen exercise, bat those which arc “at Walk” or have their liberty in 
any situation, can bearlL Most persons prefer a much smaller propor¬ 
tion of meat, especially for bounds, pointers, setters and spaniels, 
which depend upon their nose, this organ being supposed to be ren¬ 
dered less delicate by high feeding. From long experience in this 
matter, however, I am satisfied that while the health la maintained in a 
perfect state, there la no occasion to fear the loss of nose, and that 
each may be avoided with the above diet, I am confident from actual 
practice. At the same time it most not be forgotten that all dog* re¬ 
quire a great supply of green vegetables which should be given once or 
twice a week daring tbe Hummer, without which they heroine heated 
and throw oat an eruption as proof of It, tbe nose also being hot and 
dry. Green cabbage, turnip tope, taroips, nettle tops or carrots as well 
as potatoes, may all be given with advantage, boiled and mixed with 
tho meal and broth, in which way they are much rtllfilMd 

“The quantity by weight which ia required by tbe growing puppy 
dally of auch food as the above. Is from a twelfth to one-twentieth of 
the weight of Its body, varying with the rapid growth, aud a good deal 
with the breed also. Thus a 19 lb dog will take from five-eighths of a 
pound to a pound, and a 33 lb dog from two pounds to three p *unds. 
When they arrive at full growth, more than tho smaller of these weights 
la very seldom wanted, and It may be taken as tbe average weights of 
food of this kind for all dogs in tolerably active exercise. * 

Canine Notes from England. 

From Onr Resident Correspondent. 

• London, June 19th, 1873. 

THB IRISH SRTTSn. 

Being an Inveterate admirer of the dog In all his variety of forms and 
sizes, from tbe stately blood bonnd to tne lady's toy, and having speut 
all my life on their study and Improvement, it Is not siugular that I 
should read all that Is to be read concerning them: but of all that I 
ever did read, tbe controversy that has of late sprung up in the various 
American apwtlng papers concerning the color of the Irish setter Is. to 
me, scarcely loss amusing than it la ridiculous. One writer, nearer the 
mark than any other, has stated fearlessly that he who would asaert 
that the Irish setter Is of any other color than red or red and while must 
be either a fool or a knave, and though the compliment Is one of greater 
truth than flattery, I mast with the qualification that spots In color sro 
apt to make their appearance now and then from stock of the highest 
known purity and pedigree, be allowed to Indorse IL 

I have attendod, ever since a dog show began, all tho** of any Im¬ 
portance, Including the Irish exhibitions, at tho chief and majority of 
which 1 have haa tbe honor of Judging; nor bee my exneriencs boon 
confined to tbe show yard. I have “Resisted” at many or the leading 
field trials, and have shot over some of the best dogs that ever saw tho 
light of day. I mention this as an assurance that what t am about to say 
Is not mere fancy or theory, or a confused notion picked up, goodness 
knows how. 

The true Irish setter Is divided Into two distinct strains, one might 
slmoet call them different breeds, for they vary m much from each 


liable to show spots of color, form, shape or character, or ol«e to “throw 
back,” as breeders call It, to sumo particular foature possessed by a 
progenitor, sometimes many generations ago, and to thla of 
course tbe Irish setter Is no exception; for however long 
tbe Irish setter bos been established and purely bred, he mnat at one 
time or another havo bceu manufactured from some other breed or 
breeds, for though Ida origin Is like most others lost In the misty veil 
of antiquity. It Is rather too much to suppose that the Irish setter is 
either the original form of the “canls familiar is” or that he is like poor 
old Kingdom's mastiffs as Indlgeuous to the land “as the oak tree and 
the elm." After a breed is fairly established, it is only to be kept up 
by careful and Judicious selection, and we may depeud that uo Irish 
breeder for ages back ever retained for stud purposes anything like a 
black, liver, roau or yellow dog; when such have accidently made their 
appearance, they have generally found an early grave In the river or the 
dung heap. Uufortunately, however, there have been those who have 
escaped for no better purpose than to aid tbe unscrupulous iu defraud 
Ing the unwary and the Innocent. That “off” colors will sometimes 
crop up even in breeds where color Is, If possible, of greater Importance 
than It is lu tbe Irish setter is beyond dispute, for it Is well known that 
liver and tan, bine and tan, ana black nnd white, will occasionally 
throw from the purest bred black and tan; Manchester terriers and 
King Charles spaniels, two breeds of dogs in wblch color and markings 
have been the all absorbing point ever since their ean- 
iest existence. Yet though these would, strictly 
speaking, l>e thorough bred, they would only lie 
regarded os “Wasters" or “Wastrels.” No breeder wonld think of 
using them in the perpetuation of the species from which they ema¬ 
nated; so that if they were uot actually destroyed, they would De out 
of the “fancy” Just os surely as If they had. 

When dog shows were first started In Bnglaud. the Irish setter was by 
uo means so well known, or so well appreciated, as now. It Is, there¬ 
fore, little to be wondered at if half-bred or spurious specimens found 
their way iuto the prize-lists of that day. while the very fact of their 
Impurity aud diversity of lyin' Is a sufficient reason for the breed beiug 
so long neglected by Bugllsh sportsmen. Kven the specimeus that 
periodically cropped up from the land of their birth, ami which gave 
rise to so raauy different theorlu* and specious arguments, wore noth¬ 
ing like the magnificent specimens we now meet with on the Irish 
benches and one or two of our leading English shows. It ia ouly very 
recently that dog showing in the Emerald Isle has assumed any real 
importance; but uow that they have established annual bench contests 
wblch fairly rival our own, we are enabled to view and compare all the 
best specimens that cash and talent can necure. And here 
let me remark on the immouse good which dog shows really effect. 
They cougrcgate the best specimens at all events, peculiar to thg neigh¬ 
borhood hi which the show is celebrated; this, of course, ia only one 
favorable argument, but It Is Just the one that serves me for them omeut, 
and to illustrate It I must take a liberty with Dr. Stone and hia red set¬ 
ter, Dasb. who. lacking a field for enterprise and glory in their own fair 
country—for, till within the last year, dog shows were very, very rare In 
Ireland - and knowing that nothing very special was "going the ropes” 
over on this side, formed and put in force the happy thought of teach¬ 
ing its what the Irish setter really was. and “reaping their just reward." 
Well, sir. as yon are Aware, for it Is a matter of canine history, tbe Doc¬ 
tor trotted around the country with Dash and another, named Hot¬ 
spur, lo sweep the decks of all the prize money, and create a market for 
his whelps. Many Is the time that those Interesting nestlings have 
found buyers at <5 guineas, (14* dollars) a brace before they had opened 
their pretty eyes ; at least so the Doctor has rejieatedly declared in pub¬ 
lic; but I am not prepared,personally, to prove the truth of the assertion; 
however.therc was no defeating Dr. Stone's wouderful Dash.and the rea¬ 
son was simply, that there having been no inducement, on the one hand 
for Rnglieli exhibitors to visit tbe Kuierald Isle a* d see the “rale" arti¬ 
cle, aud not sufficient on the other for our neighbors to visit us the 
same old game knew no change, and it was ouly for Dash 
to enter lo win. I certainly thought Dash a very fine dog, but at the 
same time conld never divest my mind of tbe idea that there roust be 
far better if only they conld be unkenneled, and when I attended the 
Belfast show, in company with Mr. Lord and Mr. Joseph Walker, to 
officiate In Judging, the scales which had so long been on tbe quiver, 
were at once removed from my eyes. There was Dash on the bench, 
under an audacious placard holding forth bis claims to be con¬ 
sidered tbe champion Irish setter, but the doctor wisely withheld 
tbe information from hie countrymen that Dash had never met any¬ 
thing In England worth bfating, and as we know fall well that he 
never could be a prophet in his own country, aud to show his mag¬ 
nanimity to English sportsmen (who would not be present). Dash 
was entered not for competition; but bod he been, ft was fully a 

f ulnea to a cocoa out he would not have been In (be hunt at all. 

almeraton won on that occasion; his daughter. Mina, held a simi¬ 
lar position among the ladles, aod was, moreover, so fancied by Mr. 
Lori. that, taking her sex into consideration, she was awarded the 
cup for the best Irish setter in tbe show. Hlnce then old Pam has 
been shown pretty often, bat though always at im¬ 
portant shows, such as Dublin, Belfast, Cork. Lisburn, 
Maucbester, Birmingham. Alexandra Park and Crystal Palace, he has 
never but once had nlr colors lowered, and then by a Judge (a novice) 
who really was not qualified for the task he had undertaken, and for tbe 
proof of tbe pudding I must point to the fact that since I took a share 
in Palmerston and brought him to Bnglaud, the cracked up Dash has 
been kept at home. 

There is a “character" about the true and clean bred Irish setter that 
does not exist In any other strain; besides his wonderfully rich color, 
there is a certain rakish, devil-may-care, dreadnaaght sort of look 
about him that speaks volumes for his dash and bottom, for though 
biood-llke in build, with a deep thin chest like a greyhound, a sloping 
shhoulder and rather flat ribs, ne Is generally a dog of wonderful en¬ 
durance and very fast; In coat he surpasses the Laverocks, being gen¬ 
erally speaking, much stralgbter, more affluent of feather and of a 
much more weather-proof textnre; not that there Is anything coarse 
about It, quite the reverse, It shines like span silk under the rays of a 
setting sun; hut It Is not quite so soft as a Laverock's, and posaesses an 
undercoat bearing a strong resemblance to Inst of a 
Bloodhound for which, and other reasons, I shall ever 
bold to the belief that at some remote period the blood of that 
glorious dog was intermixed In hi s veins - hia ncod with the peaked oc¬ 
ciput, says so. as also does his color sud his exquisite powers of scent. 
Tne color of the Irish setter has been vari"usly described as MOM red, 
ripe cherry red, acd port wine color; now. of course, it Is not exactly 
like any of these, and woul I be better described as resembllug the 
furnace hackles of a black red game cock, but I sent by the last mall a 
small sample off Palmerston, that you may see for yourself and explain 
to your brother sportsmen what exact tint you call it. 

Though extremely blood like and symmetrical, the red Irish setter is 
not lacking either In tone or slae, in both of wblch nrot>ertlc* he ‘hangs' | 
the majority of Laverocks and other English breeds without taint with 
any of that coarse, heavy character, that so s|»oits the black and tans 
aud renders them useless at field trials. 

To briefly sum him up tho Irish setter Is fast, clever, dashing, endnr- 
Ing and handsome, but from bla Impetuous character aud high courage re¬ 
quires rather severe breaking and sboald he kept In continual work. The 
other breed or red and white are a different and distinct article altogether 
they are coarse looking animals, with n decided tendency to cnrl In 
coat, and tho red Is not nearly so rich as Id the red breed; Indeed, by 
comparison It ts merely orange. This variety Is said to he very old, and 
comes more or less pare from the old O'Conner breed; hut for anyone 
to state, as Mr. Bailey has dune In the catalogue of hia late sale, that 
these are “tbe oldest and most reliable strain of the trae Irish setter," 
Is ns Idle as It Is unworthy a true sportsman. Thors Is no quality about 
these O'Connors; they are admired in Kngland. and in fact have no 
Iona etandi either in England or elsewhere; aud only have classes pro¬ 
vided for them st Cork, In order to swell the entries, and lu iny opin¬ 
ion should be called O'Coatior setters, or anything rise but Irish, for 
though Irish bred and bom, they are very different from the true clean- 
bred and noble Irish setter. Uabactacus. 


mats comprising ooin qualities is wnai suouiu uo we sun or c-vury iW 
breeder. True, I would rather have a good ugly dog than I would . 
bad handsome one; but tbe two qualities, beauty and firat-clss* Bold 
performance. Is what I want lu the one animal. 

Tbe blood nurse looks beautiful in his stable or paddock, hut ou tU 
racetrack is where he proves his work. The handsome settur io in, 
kennel attracts the attention of the sportsman, but It la in the 
where he shows wbat iutrluslc value Is lu him. It was for this r*a*, u 
lu Kngland, Field Trials were Instituted. It was found that muu w,. ro 
breeding for tbe abow bench alone. This raised a cry that “your baud, 
some dogs are of no use In the field;** hut to-day many of their crack 
Field-Trial winners are Bench-Show champions, and lam satisfied It 
will be the same here. The American sportsmen are too practical fo 
keep dogs to look at. With them It Is “ handsome is that bandsotua 
does;” and no matter If a dog Is as handsome as s fawn. If he cannot 
back up his good looks with his good performances, he will not fill ti,* 
bill required by American sportsmen. 

We have not had many Field Trials yet. I think we should have had 
more; I believe wu will In the future. There Is more difficulty iu 
getting up and mauagiog a Field Trial than there Is a Bench Hhow; 
still not near so much ss some people think, and as more sportsmen 
attend the trials which are held, the more there will he held. 

I am Inclined to think that one thing which bos prevented there being 
more field trials than there have been is that sportsmen generally do uot 
know or understand how they are or should bo conducted. There are 
several things wanted to make a field trial a success—good ground, 
plenty of game, good weather, and good Judging. We can get the 
first and second, end generally the third; and I think the trials wblch 
np to thla have been held, the Judging has been quite satisfactory. Io 
Kugland, where we are led to believe they are almost perfection in 
canine matters, the rules for judging at field trials Is still a vexed ques¬ 
tion. From the laceptlou of field trials there to the present time they 
have beon continually changing their rules for judging, and still appear 
to he os far from having a fixed aod satisfactory code of rules as when 
they ran their first flela trial I think there Is no question In the sports¬ 
men’s mind bat that the dog, which is the means of pattiug the great 
est quantity of game Into the bag, Is the best dog. Now what I con¬ 
tend we want Is a code of rules so simple that any outsider can see for 
himself the winning dog of a brace down in the fidld. The getting up 
of rules to Ibis end Is what has bothered more wise heads than mine. 
My oplniou ts, that a scale of points similar to the coursing rules in 
England would be tbe best we could adopt. The exception I would 
make to it would be tliat each dog should stand by his own figures, and 
although one dog might be beaten by a better, still a subsequent dog 
beating another might be Inferior to him. This gives. In my opinion, 
too much chance In drafting. I will Illustrate my meaning Cham- 

Q ne beats Master Blrney; Bine Bell beats Tom'-oy; Bendigo beats 
ian Chief; Paddy Miles beats Hewing Girl. Now Champague, Bine 
Belle, Bendigo and Poddy Miles are winners, and the 

opposite side are losers, and are out of the stake, still 

It la quite possible Master Blrney may be a butter 

dog than Blue Belle or any other of the three wiuners; but he happen. 
Ing to be drawn agatogt Champague. who Is a far superior dog, shuts 
him ont of being placed. No aoubt by this code of roles the best dog 
wins first prize, but It certainly does not follow that the second and 
third best dogs take second and third prizes; wbat we want is a scale 
of points, say 50 or 100, It matters not, and for Illustration eight dogs 
run os before and score as follows: 

Champagne... 90 Master Blrney. 86 

Blue Belle. 85 Tomboy... 78 

Bendigo .87 Indian Chief ...86 

Paddy Miles.78 Hewing Qlrl.73 

Beale 100 points. 

The consequence would be Champagne. Master Bimuy. Bendigo and 
Indian Chief are winning dogs, and notwithstanding Paddy Miles beat 
Sewing Girl, and Blue Belle beat Tomboy, still they are loser*, for the 
very reason that their score is lower than the foregoing four which run 
off again on same rules, and prizes are awarded according to scores 
made in the last heats. In this way It would matter little how a dog 
was drafted; he would get credit for the actual good work be did. Ilia 
being beaten by or his heating his opponent would make uo difference 
to him iu the awardlug of the prizes; tbe points he makes is what he is 
judged by. 

To lay down a code of rules that would bo clear, simple and satisfac¬ 
tory, wblch would insure that tho first, second and third best dogs 
took first, second and third prizes, would confer a favor on the whole 
sporting world. I confess myself quite unable to the task, still I will 
give here my Ideas of what I consider with may be some slight changes, 
wonld come near tbe desired end. The principle I wonld found a code 
of rules on, would be to give a dog positive points for his good deeds, 
and negatlvo ones for his had ones, for It seems to me that to take a 
whole aav through the dog which often performs the most good and the 
least bad deeds must I>e the best and winning dog; a code of rules 
founded on this principle facilitates the Judging.

I am of opinion a scale of points similar to this wonld work well. A 
dog here wonld get credit for his work accordingly as he did, and 
should a slow, pottering dog have more luck in finding birds, he wonld 
be allowed nothing for style, pace, etc., which his opponent would get. 
I*y down what rules we may, no doubt there will always be more or 
lesschauce In the matter to alveat it of; this, as much as possible, is 
my object. Of one thing I am very sure: work one brace of dogs all 
day on the above scale of points, and the better dog must win; but In a 
field trial the time allowed for each brace of dogs must, of necessity, 
be short, especially If there Is a large number of entries, 
and although a slow, cautions, pottering dog might occasionally beat a 
better one, still, If a sufficient untnber of points are allowed to be made, 
eve*i more than 50 If found necessary, then the faster and more sty¬ 
lish dog getting his figures for that which the pottcrer would uot get, 
say, style,etc., I think It Is pretty certain the best dog would luvariably 
win. As the time for tbe Memphis trials will soon be drawing near, It Is 
time tbe matter of a scale of rules was suggested, and as there is every 
probability of large entries In all the stakes, I am firmly of opinion the 
same rules as were Used last year will not do: no question but tbe dec! 
slons last Fall were all perfectly correct, but the entries wero few; 
double them, and treble them, and the lodges would find such a task as 
few would wish to undertake.

Thor* la no question In my mind no this matter, make what rules we 
may, aod run as many field trials as we will, we shall never have uni¬ 
versal satisfaction till we set up a standard of rules that all can under^ 
stand, and that while the dogs are still running, both competitor* and 
spectator* can see aa well aa tbe Judgea which are winning and which 
are losing dog*. A* ll la quite probable tbe Momphla and other trials 
will be run according to tne code of role* which will he framed by the

DEXTER PARK FIRST SUMMER MEETING. 

As we go to press the first Summer Meeting at this park 
will have been inaugurated. Dexter Park has put on her 
brightest look, and the track with its magnificent stretches 
was never in better condition. We believe in no time since 
racing has become a successful fixture at Dexter Park, has 
the thoroughbred interest been as largely represented as 
now. Between sixty and seventy race horses already 
occupy the stables, and others are arriving, and the track is 
"alive with horses every morning taking their preparatory 
gallops. The continued rains which have prevailed here 
for the past month have materially interferred with the 
work of preparation, and in consequence the stables of 
more recent arrival are represented as being in better condi¬ 
tion, as they have suffered no interruption in their regular 
work. The original programme, which had been framed 
with liberality and judgment, has received some alteration. 
This is applicable only to the trotting purses, which did not 
receive the number of entries U> rule. The running pro¬ 
gramme will be strictly carried out to the letter of the card, 
and such races may be added to the list as may popularize 
the meeting. An additional feature we might mention will 
be the exhibition trot of the famous young trotting stallion 
Governor Sprague, and the trotting gelding Little Fred. 
ThiB in itself will be an attractive item on the programme. 
The most interesting events are the stakes which closed on 


June 1st. 

The first, a stake for three-year-olds, one mile and repeat 
closed with twelve nominations; the juvenile stakes, for 
two-year-olds, has four; and a stake for three-year-olds, a 
dash of one and one-half miles, has twelve nominations. It 
is out of the question, at this time, to say how many will 
start, but we may expect to witness contests of an unusu¬ 
ally close and interesting character. 

Four events will be decided on the first day, Friday, June 
30th. The sport will open with the mile and repeat race; then 
will come a dash for all ages, one and one-quarter miles; a 
2:33 trot is next sandwiched in, which has five entries; 
and the fourth and last is the hurdle race. On Saturday, 
July 1st, the second day,three races are on the card—a dash 
of two miles; a mile heat race for all ages, and a pacing 
race to harness; and in this we find among the entries such 
raspers as Sleepy George, Sucker Stale, Shaker Boy, and 
Nelly Gray, all with records below 2:24. 
Monday, July 3d, four races will be decided — the 
juvenile stakes; a mile and repeat race for all 
ages; the stake a dash of one and oDe-half miles, already 
closed, and a saddle race, mile heats best three in five. This 
race will revive a way of going to many of our old turfites, 
which, in their day, was the favorite one. Tuesday, July 
4th, is the fourth and last day of this meeting, and a rich 
programme is offered, having five races. The first is a stake 
far three-year-olds; one mile and repeat. This stake has 
eleven nominations, and it is probable all will come to the 
post. Following is a two mile and repeat race for all ages, 
which will undoubtedly bring out several of the "ever, 
green” brigade. Next we have a harness race for 2:21 class 
horses, trotting. This trot not having filled agreeably 
to the original programme, has, by the solicitation of own¬ 
ers, been re-opened, and at least three will start. A con¬ 
solation purse Is offered for horses that have run and not 
won first money during the meeting. This race is mile 
heats. The disconsolate will here have a chance to recover 
lost laurels, and replenish wasted pocket-books. The fifth 
race, which winds up the meeting, is a grand steeplechase 
for a purse of $500; distance about two and a half miles 
over a fair hunting country. The veteran, Capt. Hutchin¬ 
son, will probably start, and as there are plenty of jumpers 
in training at the park, he will not have the race all to him¬ 
self. Rumors are current that this meeting will develop 
another Longfellow or Tom Ochiltree; all are determined to 
win, and wo may safely anticipate an exciting and interest¬ 
ing holiday meeting. 

Forerunner.— This well-known English three-year-old 
was purchased at Ascot, on June 13th, by Mr. Thorald. 
li will be remembered that this colt finished next to Kisber 
in the Derby. The purchase money is said to have been 
$30,000, with contingencies.

all dogs found on the street un muzzled, and in addition to 
the outrage, where the owuers are known a penalty of $10 is 
to be enforced. The Mayor of Brooklyn, in issuing his 
order with a worthy regard for human life, requests that 
officers will discharge their duties with as little danger to 
the lice* of citizens as possible. 

All this in a regard for humau life, a satire on the osten¬ 
sible object, meeting only the approbation of nervous 
women and monomaniac-hydrophobic men. 

Lours Kennel Cldb.— The question has been 
asked us if the St. Louis Keunel Club and the National Ken¬ 
nel Club are one and the same. They are not. The 8t. 
Louis Keunel Club is a private association of wealthy gen¬ 
tleman, who have clubbed their dogs together on account of 
the greater facilities such a plan affords of breeding supe¬ 
rior animals, and bringing into the field trials better trained 
ones, besides giving them the same for their individual 
use. The National Kennel Club is a legislative body, com¬ 
posed of the principal owners of dogs, and those interested 
in developing bench shows and field trials in America. 
That the gentlemen comprising the St. Louis Kennel Club 
are prominent members of the National Kennel Club is the 
only connection whatever one has with the other.

A previous an¬ 
nouncement that they would show two trials on that morn¬ 
ing attracted an unusually large crowd.

Why, bless you, it wus nothing to lake a horse and bu KEV 
with two of the dogs aforesaid, and driving out on one btihfi 
road as far as the widow Barry’s point ( WMl) 
eight miles, and coming back on another, to bag from 
twenty to fifty on the trip; but then there was not u h«lf-». 
dozen w'tDg shots, and about the same number of sporting 
dogs in tbe village at that time. ° 

The Indians ate up all the spare doga that were running 
'round loose, (having lost their masters,) when they cunm 
in for their yearly payments. 

There were no quails in this western country in those 
days. The prairie Arcs swept through the limber aud de¬ 
stroyed all of the uuderbrush, and there was no food or 
shelter for them. They cutne in with civilization; the 
grouse retire before it. uurdon 8. Hubbard, Esq., brought 
one hundred and thirty pairs from the Wabash, and we di« 
Iributcd them iu Ihe Spring in pairs- to tho farmers that 
came in to trade. They lived the succeeding Winter around 
the wheat stacks and barn yards, and multiplied very fast, 
as they lay more eggs than uny bird with which I am ac¬ 
quainted. The hazel brush soon sprang up, affording them 
shelter from the hawks. There were a few partridges when 
you reached the beech timber, between here and Milwau¬ 
kee. They are a more hardy bird, and would fill their 
cio|>s with the nuts, which lasted them a long time. There 
wns little snow in those days, and some \Vinlers, when 
there was snow, they perished in great numbers. 

The flight of pigeons over the city, going South to their 
breeding places, was simply incredible. It lasted from 
daylight to uboul 11 o’clock, for three weeks or 
a month — one continuous flight—when it was 
still, they generally flew from two to three gun-shots high, 
but when the wind blew fiercely against them, they would 
swoop down close lo the hank uext to the lake, and many 
would he killed willi clubs. 

This immense flight supplied all the “roosts” Eastward 
from here to Maine. They came up the Mississippi timber 
from the South, and struck Eastward in a breadth of half 
a mile from the lake. 

Many settled in Wisconsin and Ihe heavy timber North¬ 
ward and Westward of it In the latter part of June, 1834, 

I went on board the schooner Globe, Oapt. Perkins, to go 
down the lakes. We had some Height to land at 8t. Joe; a 
dense fog prevailed, and thousands upon thousands of 
young pigeons hail got bewildered and had fallen into the 
lake and were drowned. You know the male pigeons 
leave the roosDfirsl; a day or two afterwards, the females; a 
day or two after them, the young take their flight, all going 
in the same direction. When in tny notes I reach Califor¬ 
nia, I will give you a description of some 
of the game and lishes beyond “the divide.” 
What farther afflictions, during this Centcnnlfd year we are 
to he afflicted with, the Lord only knows. The Beecher 
trial has lost its interest; Ihe correspondents of the Ceuten- 
nial for the several newspapers are enough to drive one 
crazy, with the mercury nearly at ninety in the shade; the 
base Hull clubs have almost run themselves to death in the 
hot sun; Brothers Moody and Sanky have made an Irruption 
into this country ngain; twenty-one presidential electors on 
each side, nineteen candidates for Congress, ditto, all the 
candidates for Stale officers; ami innumerable numbers for 
County officers will soon be iuqiorluninff the people for 
voles—tncthinks we will go “a angling.” 

Perch were ucver more plentifully caught off of the piers 
and breakwater, than this season. If fishes, as food, pro¬ 
duce brains, as all physicians agree, what an intellectual 
people we shall be in a short time if the supply keeps up.

We hnve received the following from 
Captain Laudreth, Chief of the Centcnuiai 
Board of Agriculture: 

The Bureau of Agriculture, Centennial 
Commission, has a new circular in press an¬ 
nouncing important changes, and such as 
commend themselves to the breeders of the 
country as eminently practical. 

The system of awards will be the same ns 
that adopted for the government of all the 
international judges. Every animal pos¬ 
sessing points of excellence will be re|H>rted 
upon more or less fully, according to its in¬ 
herent and comparative merit. 

Exhibitors whose stock receives the com¬ 
mendation of the judges will be presented 
with a special report and diploma, attested 
by the judges, specifying the typical feat¬ 
ures of each animal; and supplementary 
with these will be presented the bronze med¬ 
al of the Commission. The judges in each 
group will also make a general report 
upon the characteristics of each breed, a 
special reference being made to animals ex¬ 
hibited of superlative merit. 

These reports will be embodied with the 
reports of judges in other groups, and will 
be highly valuable for reference in the fu¬ 
ture. Live stock will be divided into six 
groups, horses being embraced under group 
211; dogs, 30; neat cattle, group 31; sheep, 
group, 32; swine, group 33, and poultry 
group 34. 

Hay and stray will be furnished by the 
Centennial Com. without churge, and stalls 
furnished free of entry fee. 

Entries will remain open till Aug. 1st.

This revolver is supplied with a safety notch, on which it 
can be carried without the firing pin touching the cutridgc. The 
other parts are essentially the same as in the old model. 

As required by the instructions from Ordnance Office, I give 
below the details of the tests to which the revolvers have been 
subjected :

The Colt revolver was first fired three hundred rounds with 
service ammunition, allowing it to cool after each hundred 
rounds. No difficulty was experienced from it, and only one 
cartridge failed to explode. This one was found to be defective 
in fulminate. 

The revolver was then laid in the snow, water poured over it, 
and it was allowed to remain in the weather three days and 
nights. When taken up again it was rusted considerably but 
worked perfectly. It was again fired up to two hundred rounds, 
with two catridges failing to explode. One of these exploded at 


This pistol, for efficiency, safety, simplicity, and lightness, is 
far in advance of any military pistol that linn yet appeared. 
After an exhaustive trial in competition with all other pistols 
submitted (six in all) in 1873, it was adopted as the Cavalry 
pistol of the United States, on the recommendation of the Board 
of Officers who made the trials, and the whole of the Cavalry 
has since been armed with it.

Roth revolvers were then phiccd in a close box connected with 
the pulverizer, and well simded. The saud did not affect the 
working of either. 

They were then fired at twenty-five yards distance for pene¬ 
tration. The average penetration for ten shots with each was— 
for the Colt, 4.1 in.; for the Smith A Wesson, 3.35 in. 

The Smith A Wesson was then fired one hundred rounds and 
the Coll two hundred rounds. No difficulty was experienced 
with either, only a slight increase in friction being noticeable in 
the Smith & Wesson. One cartridge failed to explode in the 
Colt and eight in the Smith & Wesson. The one failing in the 
Colt was exploded with a centre punch. Six of those failing in 
the Smith A Wesson exploded at second trial, one at third trial, 
and the other one was without fulminate. 

I finally tried the “Leet" cartridge, in thu Colt revolver to ascertain 
the effect ol bursting through the cap, as they hud done with the Smith 
A Wesson. The cartridges were tithe it front the same box. and about 
twenty of thorn from the same package as those that burst in the Smith 
,t Wesson revolvers, but out of eighty fired none burst. At the saute time, 
of four cartridges from this package fired in the Smith A Wesson revolver 
two hurst tt* before. 

The Smith & Wcssotr revolvers have heen fired respectively itSit, fiOti and 
SIS rounds; the Colt about SOU rounds. The bettor working of the dolt ia 
noticeable throughout. No difficulty has been found with It, while the 
Smith A Wesson has sevvrsl times clogged to such an extent as to render it 
almost impossible to cock H. This clogging is most liable to occur in cold 
and dry weather, when tile fouling Is allowed to hardeu on the piece, 
■rue lengthening of the ‘collar" was intended to overcome this liability 
to clog, as developed iu the model now in the hands of the troops, and 
has, tut doubt, reduced it. The cylinder slop is also an Improvement, 
and tlie strengthening of parts, which Is the object of most of tile changes, 
has ina ea better weapon than the old one, but 1 still regard it as rather de 
liette for general service. The two parts of this revolver which hroke 
during the trial may have contained defects, hut these and other parts of It 
are of such a character as to develop defects in the mstmfactltrc. 

A great objection to this arm is the difficulty of dismounting for ch-auing 
and re assembling il. Though improved iu this respect by the marking of 
the gear and frame and tliechauge In the rack, soldient generally would still 
find it complicated. 

The only superiority il can claim over tilt! I'tilt Is the greater rapidity 
of ejecting the empty cases. I think that Iu the case of poor ammunition 
and the hunting of the heads of cartridges in the two arms, the Smith A 
Wesson could more readily he relieved from the consequent clogging Ihtiti 
thu Colt. 

Iu the Colt the number of the parte la lew. they are more elmple a ml 
stronger, and are not subjected to as great strains as those in the Smith & 
Wesson, it can he dismounted for cleaning by drawing one Bcrcw ami 
slipping out the base pin, and reassembled with Ihe same ease. 

I have no hesitation In declaring the Colt revolver superior in most 
respects, and much better adapted to the wants of the army than the Smith .k
